Stem-Cell Breakthrough 


Researchers speed up creation of customized human cells 


WASHINGTON I South Korean scientists have 
dramatically sped up the creation of human 
embryonic stem cells, growdng 11 new batches 
that for the first time were a genetic match 
for injured or sick patients. 

It is a major advancement in the quest 
to grow patients’ own replacement tissue to 
treat diseases. 

The same scientists last year were the first 
to clone a human embryo. Now they have 
improved, by more than tenfold, their effi- 


ciency at culling these master cells, making 
pursuit of therapeutic cloning more practical. 

“I didn’t think they would be at this stage 
for decades, let alone within a year,” said Dr. 
Gerald Schatten of the University of Pittsburgh. 
He acted as an adviser to the Korean lab. 

This research is not cloning to make 
babies. Instead, scientists create test-tube 
embryos to supply stem cells — the building 
blocks which give rise to every tissue in the 
body — that are a genetic match for a par- 


ticular patient and thus won’t be rejected by 
the immune system. 

If scientists could harness the regenerative 
power of those stem cells, they might be able 
to repair damage from spinal cord injuries, 
diabetes, Parkinson’s and other diseases. 

Because culling stem cells destroys 
the days-old embryo harboring the cells. 
President Bush in 2001 banned federally 
funded research on all but a few old embry- 
onic stem- cell lines. A vote on whether to ease 
those restrictions could come in the House as 
early as next week, lauren neergaard (ap)

New Hearing for England 
In Iraqi Prisoner Abuse Case 

The Army scheduled another Article 
32 hearing for next week in the Iraqi 
prisoner abuse case against Pfc. 
Lynndie England, Fort Hood offi- 
cials said Thursday. England, a West 
Virginia reservist whose guilty plea 
was rejected this month by a mili- 
tary judge, has been charged with 
seven counts arising from abuse of 
Iraqi detainees at the Abu Ghraib 
prison in late 2003. The Article 32 
investigation, set to begin Tuesday, 
is the military equivalent of a grand 
jury investigation, (ap)

Capitol Hill partisans 
debate racial aspect of 
confirmation process 

WASHINGTON I Senate Democratic 
leader Harry Reid accused President 
Bush Thursday of trying to “rewrite 
the Constitution and reinvent real- 
ity” in a drive to weaken Senate fili- 
buster rules and install out-of-the- 
mainstream conservatives on the 
federal bench. 

But the Senate’s second-ranking 
Republican accused Democrats of 
“unprecedented obstruction” that 
prevented confirmation votes and 
upended more than two centuries 
of tradition. 


Reid and Sen. Mitch McConnell, 
R-Ky, made their comments on the 
second day of debate over Bush’s 
stalled nominees and venerable fili- 
buster rules as centrists struggled 
unsuccessfully for a compromise 
that could avert a showdown. “I 
don’t know whether we’re going to 
have it in the next hour or not at all, 
but you have to keep working,” said 
Sen. Ben Nelson, D-Neb., emerging 
from the closed- door session. 

Both parties used staged events 
off the Senate floor to push racial 
politics to the forefront. 

Restricting the ability of 
Democrats to block final votes on 
several of Bush’s most controver- 
sial nominees “would be particu-

larly offensive to people of color,” 
members of the Congressional 
Black Caucus wrote Majority 
Leader Bill Frist during the day. 
“All of the major legislation that 


today bars racial discrimination 
in voting, employment and hous- 
ing was passed after filibusters” 
were broken, it said. 

For his part, Frist, R-Tenn., 
arranged to attend a mid-after- 
noon news conference with an 
organization of black pastors. The 
group favors a yes-or-no vote on 
Janice Rogers Brown, an African- 
American member of the California 
Supreme Court. Bush has named 
her to the federal appeals court, and 
Democrats have vowed to block her 
confirmation, jesse j. Holland (ap)

Bill to Restrict Women’s 
Combat Roles Advances 


W A S H I N G T 0 N | The military would 
need congressional approval before 
putting women in new direct com- 
bat roles under a bill approved by a 
House committee, its Republican 
sponsors say. 

But Democrats said it was 
unclear whom the provision would 
affect and argued it could drasti- 
cally impact the way the services 
operate, especially in wartime. 

After more than an hour of 
debate over the provision, it was 
included in a bill that sets Defense 
Department policy and spending 


plans for the upcoming budget 
year. The House Armed Services 
Committee approved the bill early 
Thursday on a 61-1 vote. 

The bill would put into law a 
Pentagon policy from 1994 that 
prohibits female troops in all ser- 
vice branches from serving in units 
below brigade level whose primary 
mission is direct ground combat. 

It also allows the Pentagon to 
further exclude women from units 
in other instances, while requiring 
congressional OKs when opening up 
positions to women, liz sidoti (ap)

Cuban Exile Charged on Entry to U.S. 


Decision whether to 
deport Posada poses 
test for administration 

MIAMI I A Cuban militant whose 
presence in the United States 
opened the government to allega- 
tions it was sheltering a terrorist 
was charged Thursday with entering 
this country illegally — a move that 
could lead to his deportation. 

Posada is wanted in Venezuela 
in connection with the deadly 1976 
bombing of a Cuban airliner. 

The United States did not imme- 
diately say whether it actually plans 


to deport Posada, or where. But US. 
authorities have essentially ruled 
out sending him back to Venezuela, 
where the bombing plot was alleged- 
ly hatched, and could instead choose 
a third country that has no inten- 
tion of prosecuting him. 

“Everything is on the table,” said 
Posada’s lawyer, Eduardo Soto. 

Posada, 77, will be held with- 
out bail at a federal lockup in El 
Paso, Texas, for a hearing before an 
immigration judge June 13, officials 
said. Soto said Posada will ask to 
be released on bail. 

The case has put the U.S. in an 
awkward position because Cuba’s

Fidel Castro has branded Posada a 
terrorist and said the Bush admin- 
istration would be guilty of a double 
standard in the war on terrorism if 
it gave Posada asylum. 

Posada is a former CIA operative 
and bitter opponent of Castro but 
has denied taking part in the down- 
ing of a Cuban jetliner off the coast 
of Barbados that killed 73 people. 
Recently declassified FBI docu- 
ments quote informants as saying 
Posada was deeply involved in the 
planning. 

His lawyer said Posada would 
“vigorously oppose” a deportation 
order, curt anderson (ap)

FCC Orders Web 
Phone Services to 
Supply 911 Access 

WASHINGTON | Internet phone 
providers were ordered Thursday 
to begin supplying reliable 911 
emergency call service after regu- 
lators heard an anguished Florida 
woman describe how she was unable 
to summon help to save her dying 
infant daughter. 

The Federal Communication 
Commission gave companies 120 
days to certify that their custom- 


ers will be able to reach an emer- 
gency dispatcher when they call 911. 
Also, dispatchers must be able to tell 
where callers are located and the 
numbers they are calling from. 

Cheryl Waller of Deltona, Fla., 
said she got a recording when she 
used her Internet phone to call 911 
after her daughter stopped breath- 
ing last March. By the time she was 
able to summon help with a neigh- 
bor’s phone, the child was dead. 

Companies that fail to meet the 
120 -day deadline would be subject 
to the full range of FCC enforcement 
actions, including fines and cease- 
and-desist orders, (ap)

Exams Back 
All’s Claims 
Of Torture 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Two doctors 
who examined a man accused of 
joining al Qaeda and plotting to 
assassinate President Bush have 
concluded that he was tortured 
while in Saudi custody, according 
to defense lawyers. 

The torture resulted in Ahmed 
Omar Abu Ali giving a false confes- 
sion to Saudi authorities, according 
to the lawyers, who are seeking to 
have the statement thrown out. 

Federal prosecutors have con- 
sistently denied that Abu Ali was 
tortured. 

Defense lawyer Ashraf Nubani 
also accused the U.S. government 
of complicity in the Saudis’ alleged 
torture of Abu Ali. 

Abu Ali, 24, is accused of joining 
al Qaeda while attending college 
in Saudi Arabia. The government 
contends that he discussed possible 
attacks, including plans to assassi- 
nate Bush.

AFGHANISTAN 

6 Killed in Second Attack 
On U.S.-Funded Drug Mission 

Gunmen ambushed and killed six 
Afghans Thursday on a major high- 
way in the country’s troubled south — 
the second fatal attack in two days on 
employees of a U.S.-funded anti-drug 
project — officials said. The victims 
were transporting the body of one of 
five people killed in the earlier assault 
back to the capital, Kabul, when 
militants stopped their vehicle and 
shot everyone in the head, said Naik 
Mohammed, a doctor in Qalat town, 
where the bodies were taken, (ap) 

BANGLADESH 

At Least 30 People Missing 
After Fishing Boat Sinks 

A trawler with more than 100 peo- 
ple aboard sank in stormy weather 
in Bangladesh on Thursday night, 
leaving at least 30 missing, a police 
officer said. The wooden fishing 
boat went down in the mouth of 
the Meghna River in coastal Bhola 
district, 65 miles south of the cap- 
ital, Dhaka, said police officer 
Mozammel Hossain. At least 70 
people swam ashore or were rescued 
by passing boats, he said, (ap) 

EL SALVADOR 

Officials Brace for Direct 
Hit From Hurricane Adrian 

Salvadoran officials closed schools 
and began evacuations on Thursday 
with the approach of an increasingly 
powerful Hurricane Adrian — which 
would be the first recorded hurri- 
cane to strike the country with full 
force. El Salvador and Guatemala 
declared emergencies as the unusual 
hurricane, the eastern Pacific’s first 
named tropical storm of the season, 
gained force and headed directly for 
their coastline, carrying heavy rains 
that forecasters said could cause dev- 
astating flooding. (AP)

Iraq PM: Syria Must Curb Militants 


Says non-Iraqis are behind ‘sabotage activities’ 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s prime min- 
ister called on Syria on Thursday 
to block the infiltration of foreign 
fighters trying to start a civil war. 
More than a dozen Iraqis, including 
an Oil Ministry engineer, and two 
U.S. soldiers were killed in bomb- 
ing, shooting and rocket attacks in 
the ongoing daily bloodshed. 

In the day’s deadliest incident, 
a Sunni lawmaker said 10 of his 
private guards were killed during 
a chaotic battle with insurgents 
and Apache helicopter-backed 
U.S. forces, whom he accused of 
killing several of his aides. The 
U.S. military said it was investi- 
gating the incident. 

In a message aimed at Syria, 
Prime Minister Ibrahim al- Jaafari 
said non-Iraqis in neighboring 
countries filtering across the bor- 


der were responsible for carrying 
out “sabotage activities.” 

His government will do its best 
“to preserve relations between us and 
our neighbors, but there are red lines 
— which are that they don’t interfere 
in our internal affairs, or allow peo- 
ple to cross” into Iraq, he said after 
a meeting with visiting U.S. Deputy 
Secretary of State Robert Zoellick. 

Earlier this week, al-Jaafari 
pledged to use “an iron fist” to pre- 
vent an outbreak of sectarian violence 
which he has accused supporters of 
Iraq’s top al Qaeda chief, Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi, of trying to foment. 

Zoellick said he and al-Jaafari 
discussed the issue of insurgents 
crossing into Iraq “and he was quite 
strong in his statements about the 
need for Iraq’s neighbors, and partic- 
ularly Syria, you know, not to under-

Uzbek Soldiers Catch Rebel Leader 


Man who sought to 
create Islamic state 
put up little resistance 

KORASUV, UZBEKISTAN | Breaking 
through a wooden gate and firing 
only a single warning shot, Uzbek 
forces on Thursday captured a rebel 
leader who had proclaimed plans for 
an Islamic state in this border town. 

The arrest and takeover of the 
town of 20,000 quelled the last open 
bastion of resistance to the U.S.- 
allied government in the volatile 
Fergana Valley. 


The crackdown came as the 
Uzbek Foreign Ministry condemned 
Kyrgyzstan for letting more than 
500 Uzbeks flee- 
ing the violence 
cross the border, 
and said weak 
border controls 
had led to “seri- 
ous riots” and 
actions staged by 
religious groups. 

Followers of Bakhtiyor 
Rakhimov, a farmer turned rebel 
leader, had claimed control of 
Korasuv on Saturday during the 


chaos that followed the uprising 20 
miles away in the city of Andijan, 
where witnesses said Uzbek forc- 
es killed hundreds of protesters — 
most of whom were complaining 
about economic conditions. 

Korasuv residents rioted 
Saturday and forced authorities 
to open the border to Kyrgyzstan. 

Rakhimov claimed to have 5,000 
supporters in the town, who he said 
were prepared to defend themselves 
with knives. But there was appar- 
ently no resistance when govern- 
ment forces moved in before sunrise 
Thursday, burt merman (ap)

Narrow Win for 
Canadian PM in 
Confidence Vote 

TORONTO I Prime Minister Paul 
Martin survived a razor-thin vote 
of confidence Thursday, allowing his 
minority government to stand and 
putting an end to one of the most 
dramatic cliffhangers on Parliament 
Hill in decades. 

Though the 308 -member House 
of Commons easily passed the Liberal 
Party’s popular budget by a vote of 
250-54, it was an amendment to the 
federal document that served as the 
true test of confidence and took a tie- 
breaking vote by the speaker to win. 

“The margin of tonight’s vote is 
very narrow — indeed that is an 
understatement,” Martin said. “We 
must now move forward in a spirit 
of cooperation.” (ap)

PCs Seized in 
LexisNexis Case 


Report: Massive data 
theft linked to Paris 
Hilton phone hacking 

The federal investigation into the 
massive theft of sensitive finan- 
cial records and information 
from database giant LexisNexis 
Inc. intensified this week with 
the execution of search warrants 
and seizure of evidence from sev- 
eral individuals across the country, 
washingtonpost.com reported on 
Thursday, citing a senior feder- 
al law enforcement official with 
direct knowledge of the case. 

The Web site reported that three 
people targeted in the investigation 
confirmed that federal investiga- 
tors had served warrants at their 
homes. The group reportedly includ- 
ed a minor who has been in contact 
with awashingtonpost.com report- 
er for three months and who said 
he was directly involved in the 
LexisNexis breach. 

Michael Brooks, a spokesman 
for the FBI’s Cincinnati field office, 
confirmed that FBI and Secret 
Service agents served a search 
warrant at the home of 18 -year- 
old Zach Mann in Maple Grove, 
Minn. — one of the three who spoke 
with washingtonpost.com — and 
that the warrant was related to the 
LexisNexis investigation. 

The minor, whom the site did not 
identify because he is a juvenile and 
because he communicated with a 
washingtonpost.com reporter on 
condition of anonymity, said federal 
officials “ raided” his home this week 
and seized his computer. He told the 
site that investigators “got everybody” 
involved in the digital break-in.

America West, US 
Airways to Merge 


Deal aims to make 
airlines competitive 
against low-fare rivals 

PHOENIX I US Airways Group Inc. 
and America West Holdings Corp., 
the nation’s seventh and eighth larg- 
est carriers, are merging to create 
an airline that they hope will be 
able to compete with lower- cost 
competitors. 

The companies said Thursday 
they will operate under the name 
US Airways and will be funded by 
$1.5 billion in new capital from a 
variety of investors, including air- 
craft maker Airbus. 

The merger’s goal is to stitch 
together two geographically distinct 


carriers with a history of financial 
struggles into a stronger airline that 
would compete better with lower- 
cost rivals such as Southwest Airlines 
Inc. and JetBlue Airways Corp. 

US Airways, which last year 
made its second trip into bank- 
ruptcy in two years, slashed work- 
er pay by $1 billion a year and shed 
$3 billion in pension obligations. 
But even after the cost reductions, 
the airline struggled as fuel costs 
soared and low-fare competitors 
drove ticket prices down. 

America West, which was found- 
ed in 1983 and is based in Tempe, 
Ariz., operates flights across the 
United States through its hubs 
in Phoenix and Las Vegas, jacques

Metro Touts Improvements 


Agency plans signs to 
update riders on work 
to elevators, escalators 

WASHINGTON I Metro says its eleva- 
tor and escalator service is improv- 
ing. Now it is looking for better ways 
to get that message out, and to keep 
riders updated on when the broken 
ones will be fixed. 

The transit agency said 
Thursday it is considering using 


detailed signs that would tell peo- 
ple why the elevator or escalator is 
out, along with a graphic showing 
the repair schedule. 

Metro said its list of a “dirty 
dozen” that were most prone to 
breakdowns are all fixed, and it 
has begun repairing its next tier 
of escalators and elevators need- 
ing attention. 

Its nearly 590 escalators are 
now in service 92 percent of the 
time. 


About half the repairs are 
unscheduled breakdowns, while 
40 percent are modernizations or 
scheduled repairs. 

Metro reports 97 percent of its 
238 elevators are operating on any 
given day, with an average of six out 
of service. 

In addition to the signs, 
maintenance schedules will 
also be available in brochures 
and posted on Metro’s Web site.

The bill would apply to all com- 
panies with more than 10,000 
employees.

Only 
Johns Hopkins University is large 
enough to qualify, and the institu- 
tion already spends more than the 
required amount, (ap)

Johnson Blames 
Drug Trade for 
Rise in Murders 

WASHINGTON! With a homicide rate 
running higher than in neighbor- 
ing Washington, Prince George’s 
County Executive Jack Johnson said 
Thursday that many of the cases 
involve people in the drug trade 
who are “killing each other.” 

County police said as of 
Thursday, there have been 67 
homicides so far this year in Prince 
George’s, up from 42 at this point in 
2004. The increase comes after the 
county saw a nearly 14 percent jump 
in homicides last year, to 134. 

“Most of our problems are occur- 
ring on the District line, in a very 
defined area,” Johnson told WTOP 
Radio. He says drug dealers in D.C. 
are trying to shift their operations

A Strong Case 


Runner-up finish at Derby 
leaves Closing Argument 
as a favorite at Preakness 

HORSE RACING I The morning after the 
Kentucky Derby, Kiaran McLaughlin stood 
outside his barn at Churchill Downs wearing 
the smile of a winner. He wasn’t, of course, 
but the trainer didn’t mind. 

“Not that anybody remembers who fin- 
ishes second in the Kentucky Derby,” he said, 
“but it was a great thrill for us.” 

Don’t worry, Kiaran. People won’t soon 
forget Closing Argument. 

Giacomo may have pulled off the second- 
biggest upset in Derby history, but Closing 
Argument was sensational in defeat, losing 
the lead in the final strides and finishing a 
half-length back. 

In the process. Closing Argument 
became the highest-priced runner-up in 
Derby history, returning $70 for a $2 place 
bet. With Giacomo returning $102.60 to 
win, the exacta payoff was $9,814.80. 

McLaughlin believes he may have a 
winning ticket for Saturday’s Preakness,

the second leg of the Triple Crown. After 
all, he said. Closing Argument moved for- 
ward off his third-place finish in the Blue 
Grass on April 16. 

“I don’t know that the horse has to move 
forward, yet again, to win the Preakness,” 
McLaughlin said. “I would think if he runs 
that same race, he’s going to be awfully 
tough to beat.” 

Tim Ritchey, who trains Derby third- 
place finisher Afleet Alex, said Closing 
Argument could be tough to catch in the 
Preakness, which is a sixteenth of a mile 
shorter than the 1 M-mile Derby. 

“The 3 -year- olds that have gone for- 
ward, like Giacomo and Closing Argument, 
and show they can run that far [in the 
Derby] can run a 1 3/l6th miles as well,” 
Ritchey said Wednesday. “Closing 
Argument is legitimate.” 

The Preakness has a full field 
of 14 for the first time since 1992, 
with Afleet Alex the favorite at 
5-2 and Kentucky Derby cham- 
pion Giacomo the fourth choice 
at 6-1. 

High Fly is the second choice 
at 9-2, and Closing Argument 
is next at 5-1. 

Closing Argument is one 
of the most consistent horses 
in the race. The bay colt has 
won three of eight starts, with 
three runner-up finishes and 
two thirds. The bottom line is 
earnings of $986,984 for a 
colt purchased for $100,000.

WASHINGTON | The NBAs steroids 
policy was branded “pathetic” and 
“a joke” by lawmakers Thursday, 
and the head of a congressional 
panel said he will propose a law 
creating drug-testing standards 
for the four major professional 
sports leagues. 

House Government Reform 
Committee chairman Tom Davis, 
R-Va., opened a hearing focusing 
on the NBA by saying he’ll produce 
a uniform testing bill next week. 
Davis promised the legislation he’s 
drafting with ranking Democrat 
Henry Waxman of California and 
Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., “will 
have more teeth than other bills 
introduced.” 

Davis didn’t go into specifics, 
but Waxman said their legislation 
would follow the Olympic model and 
would call for a two-year ban for a 
first offense and a lifetime ban for 
a second offense.

H I G H T E C H I John Woo is renowned 
for his mastery of action, directing 
scenes with a choreographer’s art- 
istry that has influenced the likes 
of Martin Scorsese and Quentin 
Tarantino. He also has earned the 
admiration of many video -game 
makers, some of whom have paid 
him the compliment of trying their 
own hand at Woo’s techniques.

THEAMITYVILLEHORROR(R,89minutes) 

Ostensibly a remake of the 1979 cheese- 
ball horror classic, it’s really more like 
“Frankenstein” — a little piece of this 
movie here, a little piece of that movie 
there. It’s as reminiscent of “Amityville” 
number oneas it is of “The Shining,” “The 
Exorcist,” “Poltergeist,” “Stir of Echoes,” 
“The Sixth Sense,” “Hideand Seek,” “The 
Grudge” and athousand other latter-day 
frightfests. Notto say it’s bad. It is what it 
is, which is pretty scary, a little bit funny 
and very, very derivative, (mo) 

CRASH (R, 100 minutes) The aftermath of 
Rodney King and 9/11 seemsto searthe 
nostrils of every Los Angeleno in Paul 
Haggis’ white-knuckle hatefest among 
characters of almost every ideologi- 
cal, cultural or religious stripe. Asians, 
Latinos, whites, blacks, rich and poor, 
Muslimand Christian clash inthismulti- 
character story that features a huge 
ensemble cast. If “Crash” only showed 
thedarksideof humanity, itwould barely 
be worth bothering. Butthe movie isalso 
aboutthe bestin people. As soon as we 
thinkwe have some character’s number 
he or she turns around and does some- 
thing quite astonishing, (dt) 

ANOTHER ROAD HOME (unrated, 79 
minutes) In this earnest if emotionally 
unsatisfying documentary, Israeli film- 
maker Danae Elon sets outto re-estab- 
lish contact with the Palestinian man who 
was the filmmaker’s caregiver from the 
timeshe was 6 months old until she left 
for university. Though Elon’s father, 
author Amos Elon, dismissively labels 
Mahmoud “Musa” Obeidallah “a baby- 
sitter,” it’sclearhewasmuch morethan 
that. Asthefilm opens, Elon istryingto 
trace Obeidallah by locating his sons. 
In so doing, she’s chagrined to find how 
little she actually knows about her care- 
taker. When shedoes reunite with Musa 
himself, the stage is setfor a provocative 
exchange of ideas and feelings. Butthe 
film never really reveals the emotional 
core of Elon’s relationship to Obeidallah

ENRON: THE SMARTEST GUYS IN THE 
ROOM (unrated, 120 minutes) Based 
on Fortune reporters Bethany McLean 
and Peter Elkind’s “The Smartest 
Guys in the Room: The Amazing Rise 
and Scandalous Fall of Enron,” Alex 
Gibney’s blow-by-blow documentary 
retelling of what was, at the time, the 
largest corporate bankruptcy in histo- 


ry is by turns harrowing and hilarious. 
And nauseating, too. When you’re not 
aghast at the allegations of misdeeds by 
Ken Lay, Jeff Skilling and Andy Fastow, 
or laughing atthesheer chutzpah of what 
they’ve been accused of, you might be 
sickened by reminders that this wasn’t 
avictimlesscrime, butthatthousandsof 
employees and investors lost far more 
than their shirts, (mo) 

FEVER PITCH (PG-13, 98 minutes) This 
American baseball recasting of Nick 
Hornby’s British soccer memoir is a 
complete strikeout. As the Boston Red 
Soxfan who hasto choose between his 
beloved gameand a gorgeous, available 
business consultant (Drew Barrymore), 
Jimmy Fallon is ineffective at best, deadly 
weird atworst. Whydidfilmmaking broth- 
ers Bobby and Peter Farrelly (makers of 



Mos Def and Martin Freeman in the 


’70s-era fantasy “Hitchhiker’s Guide.” 


“Dumb & Dumber,” “Kingpin” and 
“There’s Something About Mary”) 
even want to do this? Contains sexual 
language, sexual scenes, obscenity and 
cartoon violence, (dt) 

HITCH (PG-13, 114 minutes) Will Smith 
ditches his slimy slickster routine as a 
professional smoothie whose wooing 
tips are in high demand from the love 
losers of New York. Smith’s Alex “Hitch” 
Hitchens, scarred from a past dumping 
andthusacommitment-phobe, gets his 
comeuppance when he falls for a curva- 
ceous gossip columnist (Eva Mendes) 
who makes him lose his mojo. Thefilm 
is flawed but likable, and in the subplot 
about a 9-to-5 schlub who hires Hitch 
to help him seduce an heiress (Amber 
Valletta), Kevin James takes the bitter- 
sweet ballet of the obese to a painfully 
hilarious new realm, (sean daly) 

THE HITCHHIKER’S GUIDE TO THE GAL- 
AXY (PG, 110 minutes) This respectably 
amusing movie has Martin Freeman (of 
the BBC’s “The Office”) as Arthur 
Dent, hapless earthling, who, with an 
alien pal (Mos Def), embarks on a mas- 
sively epic and wonderfully improbable 
trip that includes visits to other space- 
shipsand planets.

HOUSE OF WAX (R, 105 minutes) In this 
modern updateofthe 1953 Vincent Price 
horrorfilm, a group offriends drives south 
to watch a college football game. Like 
most horror characters, they do their best 
to place themselves in the jaws of dan- 
ger. Inthiscase,that’sawaxmuseum in 
a sleepy town where you can check in but 
you can’tcheckout, at least not withouta 
nice wax finish. There’san escalation of 


twisted killings, asthe owner of that wax 
houseemerges. And lookfor littlesadis- 
tic touches here and there, (dt) 

THE INTERPRETER (PG-13, 135 minutes) 
Sydney Pollack’sthriller rides fora long 
time on a compelling premise: the pos- 
sibility of an assassination in the United 
Nations’ General Assembly. U.N. inter- 
preter Sylvia Broome (Nicole Kidman) 
gets wind of a plotto kill an African lead- 
er. But when shecontactsthe U.S. Secret 
Service, Silvia is surprised to find herself 
the target of suspicion by agent Tobin 
Keller (Sean Penn), the man in chargeof 
investigating her report. As a straight- 
ahead thriller, the movie is enjoyable and 
stirring much of thetime. But Kidman’s 
character is schematically conceived, and 
Penn’s Tobin makes an interesting but 
not emotionally involving foil, (dt) 
JIMINY CLICK IN LALAWOOD (R, 90 min- 
utes) Never was this funny a comedian 
(Martin Short) in this horrible a movie.

He hatches a plan 
to avoid paying for a messy divorce by

KINGDOM OF HEAVEN (PG-13, 138 min- 
utes) Ridley Scott’s epic, aboutthe battle 
of wills between Balian of Ibelin (Orlando 
Bloom), a 12th-century French crusad- 
er charged with protecting Jerusalem 
from Muslim leader Saladin (Ghassan 
Massoud), is a powerful visual experi- 
ence. It’s also just another digitalized, 
live-action cartoon. Scott and screen- 
writer William Monahan haveassembled 
athoughtful, ifflawed, antiwar scenario.

THE UPSIDE OF ANGER (R, 116 minutes) In 
Mike Bender’s edgy tragi-farce, suburban 
housewife Terry (Joan Allen) dives into 
the bottle when her husband suddenly 
leaves her. Butthe gloom that enfolds her, 
as well as herfour daughters by osmo- 
sis, starts to clear when boozy neighbor 
Denny (Kevin Costner) becomes romanti- 
cally interested in Terry. Costner’s a snak- 
ish charmer as the indolent, ultimately 
sensitive Denny. And Allen is outstand- 
ing as the inebriated Terry, whose senses 
are intoxicated but never dulled, (dt) 
WALK ON WATER (unrated, 94 minutes) 
The black-and-white moral world of an

A Legacy of

‘Our Fathers’ takes a 
nuanced look at the 
scandal in Boston 

DOCUDRAMAl When it’s time for the 
kindly visiting parish priest to go 
up and bless the kids goodnight, 
the worried boys at the top of the 
stairs grimace and shudder. 

The uncomfortable scene depict- 
ing a young Father John J. Geoghan 


making a house call in Hingham, 
Mass., in 1967 opens “Our Fathers,” 
the powerful and courageous new 
Showtime film exploring the sex- 
abuse scandal in the Boston Diocese 
over the past half-century. 

Written by David France — con- 
currently with his investigative 
book, “Our Fathers: The Secret 
Life of the Catholic Church in an 
Age of Scandal” — it comes to TV 
on Saturday at 8 p.m. 


The strongly acted film starring 
Ted Danson, Brian Dennehy and 
Christopher Plummer (as Cardinal 
Bernard Law) brings back the scan- 
dal that implicated thousands of 
priests across the United States 
and the cover-up of the abuse 
that led to some of the church’s 
highest offices. 

None of the abuse is explicitly 
shown, but the actors who portray 
the victims as grown-ups occasion- 
ally explode into detail of what they 
had to endure. 

Plummer has one of the more 
complex performances, eking out a 
bit of sympathy as a man who didn’t 
want to see the church harmed. 

Turning in a brief, powerful 
performance is Ellen Burstyn as 
the mother of seven boys abused by 
Geoghan. To balance the impres- 
sion that all priests were predatory, 
Dennehy plays a fiery parish priest 
from Lowell, Mass., who decries the 
scandal from the pulpit. 

The film ends by noting that 
Law, who was forced to resign 
his post as archbishop in Boston, 
ended up with a more prominent 
position — in Rome. Later he was 
to oversee the funeral of Pope John 
Paul 11. 

But while there are scenes 
that involve Pope John Paul II 
discussing the issue, there is 
nothing from German Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger, although when 
the future Pope Benedict XVI was 
asked about the scandal at the 
time, he dismissed it as mostly 
media hype, saying, “I am person- 
ally convinced that the constant 
presence in the press of the sins of 
Catholic priests, especially in the 
U.S., is a planned campaign.” roger

The 
model is so successful that 
Collins has become a bona 
fide full-time socialite, 
hosting charity events and, 
since March, pontificating 
on trends as a regular guest 
on Z104. The petite 30 -year- 
old even brings a bodyguard 
to special occasions. 

Access to the socialite scene used 
to depend on bloodlines and bank 
statements. Now you just need per- 
sonality, determination and access 
to the Internet. By marrying an old- 
fashioned title with a modern medi- 
um, Collins created a self-maneu- 
vered spotlight — and set the stage 
for others to do the same. 

“I’ve always been a social being. 
I always wanted to make my own 
money,” said Collins. Growing up on 
a farm in Morgantown, W. Va., she 
honed her socialite skills on the sta- 
ples of Southern ladyhood — dance 
classes, pageants, cheerleading and 
the class presidency.
